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5. The BP PPR expects to stabilize and pacify the nation by destroying all opposi- 
tion. as its initial step in this pro gram of destruction, the BP invented tho 
rjnnosty to reveal and trap the Underground. Its next target m\s the FSL, which 
it hopes to destroy through disorganisation of its leadership and absorption of 
its members by PPR and SL« When all opposition is eradicated and the international 
°risis has passed, the BP PPR will hold elections in accordance with "democratic 
principles”. 

The PPR 1 s Inflexible attitude toward the FSL is illustrated by tho recant prosecu- 
tion of Baginski & Co® for publication of a PSL bulletin citing tho UB’s crimes 
and its persecution of the PSL* The BP PPR blames thin- bulletin for Anglo-Saxon 
attacks upon tho PPR. Baginski was condemned to eight, years imprisonment; his 
companions, to terms varying between throe and six yoar a* 

5o The PPR's eoonomic policy is busod on socialistic principles* Central Committee 
members responsible for this policy believe it is tho quickest road to economic 
recovery and, as such, mus*o of necessity burden present and future generations . 

Some dissenting PPR leaders hold thali tho policy is leading to financial and 
moral exhaustion* and to a regime based on oppression* 

6* The PPR profits moat from the nation’s income. Its members fill key positions 

in tho Government, tho Army, agriculture, industry, security, militia, a.cd private 
and provincial administration. 

7* Some members of the KC PPR (Central Committee of the PPR) criticise the three-yoar 
economic plan* They contend that Poland, instead of planning to export ; aorraous 
quantities of coal, should concentrate on expansion of its own coal der:' v stives 
production* Although the following plans have boon made in this direct:* they 
are considered inadequate i 

(a) Activation of a ooking plant in connection with thu Kosciuszko fourdryo 

(b) Reconstruction of "Anna” , 

(o) Construction of ono paint and laoquor factory*

These same KC members deplore Poland’s failure to rehabilitate her gas v arks. 

There are, for example, four gas works in tho ’’recovered territories 11 w! Loh 
remain inoperative even though only slightly damaged. 

8« The PPR, actuated by public opinion and intra-party pressure, is purging, its 
ranks of notorious thieves, embezzlers, prostitutes, and recognized collabora- 
tionists* -At the same time it is conducting a vigorous recruitment program 
with particular stress being placed upon tho selection of professionals., white 
collar workers, women, and young persons. Tho recruiting program has ar; r,. slogan: 
"Wo village, no city, no county, no shop without a PPR qo 11’\ Recruit? has 
been moot successful in Silosia where PPR membership has risen from 40 thousand, 
to 140 tho uc and. Of thiSrtotal, 70$ are worko?. w s, indicating that the Pj . success 

in this area io due to the strong concentration of laborers and their ti nationally 
weak national oonooiousnesn. The PPli’s v/hite collar membership in Silesia has 
increased from 5 thousand to 16 thousand, while its enrollment of women has 
risen from 3 thousand to 30 thousand. The "Huta Bunkowa” (Dabrowa) and the ^Gon® 
Zawadjki" mine arc tho FPU’s strongest points in Silosia. Circulation of the 
"Trybuna Robctzieittl 1 , published by tho PPR’s Provinoial Committee. has inersaeod 
from 100 thousand to 360 thousand. 


9. Growing dissatisfaction and dissontion in the ranks of the PPR is illustrated by 
the following opinions expressed at a 6 Apr 47 meeting of oounty agricultural 
inspectors hold at tho V/K PPR (Provincial Committee of PpR)i

Knapik, tho delegate from Noisse, in discussing crop planting* stated that 
one oounty received no fertilizer or seed grain while other counts * s received 
trcmuch and aro selling the surplus at blade murkot prices. This situation 
exists because Silesian members of tho provincial *<55CH (Peasant Self delp 
Union) board dieox*iminate against tho repatriates in favor of their own 
people . 
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(b) Zdybal, another delegate* spoke of the bitterness created by unfair division 
of land. Although aoreage is United by law, the law is frequently cir- 
cumvented in order that a fiavorod membor of the %,K PPR may take possession 
of more land than is legally permitted. 


(o) Kowalo 2 yk, the delegate from Xlodzk, complained of excessive charges for 
mechanical labor on repatriates* farms, citing charges of as much as three 
thousand zl. for ploughing one hectare by tractor. 

Further evidence of dissatisfaction in the ranks of PPIi is supplied by a 12 Apr 

47 conference of the 1VK PPR transportation division at Katowice. 

(a) Comrade Zasoj of the Bytom oity committee stated that efforts to help Spain 
through contributions have irritated the people and oaused nuch ridicule, 
especially by minors who have returned from France. 

(b) Lubas, delegate from Chorzow, stated that the workers are complaining about 
bad food, Cotton” shoes, and poor protective clotliing. 

(c) Malik, delegate from Sosnowiec, attacked the railroad’s personnel .*otection 
policy, its low wages, and its poor administration as evidenced b * the lack 
of materials to repair cars and locomotives.

13. Growing antagonism between the PPS and the PPR ia duo, in part, to the PPR 
praotio® of foroing PPS personnel from romunorative positiona and replaoirut 
them -with PPR members. PPS's oonsoiousnsss of its growing strength also has 
prooipi bated disputes with toe PPR in Lodz; Pornan, Katowioe, and Warsaw. The 
PPS warns i-PR members to "get hold of their ruoksaoks and to get earphones so 
they eon listen to their own trials *

17. At a rooent mooting of the Chief Council, Viycoch, Zalewski, Domanaki, Liecko, Doc, 
Banach, and Kiemik all demanded a change in party policy. byoeoh's t roup bacon 
publication of a weekly. The Peasants and the State, in which Mikola i< r,yk was 
attacked and oo-operation with the workers * parties waB advooated. Mikolajosyk 
ordered the group to stop its publications, and subsequently suspended "roup 
members when they refused. Suapenoion merely stirred them to further action. 

18. On 18 Apr 47 provincial Ion dors of she PSL left win*.; conferred at Warr?*, 2fiecko 
spoke; Yiyceoh made a political report, and Kotor an orgunl national on . -The 
conference aeolarod PSL suspensions invalid, and decided to enlist th* * >eaeant 
masses by oroating provincial und county committees of the PSL-Lofb. 

19. Although the Zalowaki-Szujor-B* jiach group remained %vith Mifcolajesy^a i & ht* it is 
in Contact with the PSL-Left, Still another group, which Includes are izklovd.es, 
Swirsld, Boguslawski, and ICorbonaki, is definitely critical of Mikola; ; ~.yk# 
FayroanBki, ZamiorowEki, Bodsonto, and Ziiralcowsld., mambera of tho Bial; M;ok Committee, 
dissolved their committee and transferred its offices to tho ZSCh (Pecsruit Self 
Help Union). Similar notion was taken by County Committees in Blalyotofc and Lomfca 
and by the Provincial Committee in hods. 

20. According to information reooivod from tho PPR, the St. Adalbert oeror. :nies in 
Gniosno will bo used to preraoto a now Popular Cdtholio Party.

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25* Tho Ex eoutive Committee of the SL (KKK SL) has decided to create a Council for 
Unity of the peasant Movement to co-ordinate policy and study eoonoraio and 
oduo&tional problems. It is furthor designed as tho beginning of a "United 
Peasant Movement" (Zjednootonie Ruohu Ludowego) to include tho entire Polish 
peasantry. 

PPR ifl alarmed by the mass, enlistment of peasants in SL, It realizes that 
SL is not ody profiting by the disintegration. of PSL, but is capable of 
matching ?PS strength and joining WPS in a coalition against PPR. 
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
